Od. for * drawing eight pictures,’ of which six arc 
at Welbeck. . . .

during the period 1709-1792, especially a number deal¬ 
ing with the Treaty of Commerce between England and 
Russia negociated by Sir George, afterwards Lord, Macartney, 
from its early stages to the form in which it was finally 
ratified, with a number of notes and memoranda collected 
from traders and others. 

There are some interesting letters and memoranda with 
reference to Court ceremonies, and the account of the for¬ 
mation of the Academic Imperiale des Sciences should 
prove a valuable addition to the collector of works on the 
history of Russia and its capital. The manuscript, which 
is in French, is accompanied by a copy of an unsigned 
letter “a S. E. Mr. N. N. a N—.” in which the writer 
claims to have collected his information during a long re¬ 
sidence in St. Petersburg from the most reliable sources. 

A few items dealing with Poland are included, viz. the 
Act of Federation of Poland and Lithuania, concessions to 
dissidents and the withdrawal of Russian troops.

The printed vellum volume known under the title of The Prayer Book of the 
Emperor Maximilian /., is preserved partly in the Royal State Library in Munich 
and partly in the Municipal Library at Besan\*on. The fragment at Munich is 
adorned with borders drawn bv Albrecht Durer and Lucas Cranach, while the 
designs in the portion at Besanvon were executed by Albrecht Altdorfer (?), Hans 
Baldung, Jbrg Breu, Hans Burgkmair, and Hans Diirer. Unfortunately one or two 
of the sheets of the Besnncon portion have been lost, but it has been possible to 
complete the text from the noil-illustrated copies in the British Museum and other 
collections. After trial of many methods, photogravure proved the most capable of 
reproducing most clearly the faded drawings of the original. Everything, even to 
the smallest detail, is here reproduced in colours, and even the paper presents the 
appearance, both in colour and transparency, of the vellum on which the original 
was printed and dniwn.

The standard biographies of the saints by Hutler and Baring-Gould are arranged 
chronologically, and in the majority of instances give no hint of any emblems at all.
